Remuneration of Assistants in General Practice. 
Motion by Soura-Easrern Counrizs That

“That in view of the fact that an assistantship is commonly 
to a young practitioner a continuation of his medical educa- 
tion and training, the value of which is variable and impossible 
to estimate, no definite figure can in these circumstances be 
fixed as a minimum salary, but in cases where the above 


consideration does not prevail and where the practices can 
afford it, the minimum commencing salary for a whole-time 
indoor assistant to a practitioner should be per annum, 
etc. (as in para. (d)),” 

be substituted for the first three lines of following para. (d) of 
Minute 125 of the Representative Body, 1925: 

Minute 125 (d). Resolved: That the minimum commencing 
salary for a newly qualified inexperienced practitioner, acting 
as a whole-time indoor assistant to a practitioner, should be 
£240 per annum, with the addition of board and lodging, and 
in the case of such a titioner employed on an outdoor 
basis the board and lodging value should be estimated at 
from £120 to £160 per annum according to the circumstances 
of the individual case; that the only exceptions or possible 
exceptions to the foregoing should be in the case where, 
owing to arrangements made for a= leave, or to physical 
disability or other reasons, the assistant is not able to give full 
time to the work.

Administration of Anaesthetics. 

Motion: That the following recommendation of Couacil 
(Supptement, April 23rd, 1927, pp. 147-48, para. 117) be 
adopted : 

That the policy of the Association (as contained in the 
paragraphs relating to the admi mn of anaesthetics 
approved by the Re resentative Body in 1910, as part of the 
evidence given on behalf of the Association before the Depart- 
mental Committee on Coroners Law, etc.) be amended to read 
as follows: 

(1) That no person other than as registered medical 

- practitioner should administer any anaesthetic for medical 

or surgical purposes, except that a registered dentist may 
administer anaesthetics for dental purposes only ; 

(2) That where a general anaesthetic is administered it 
is undesirable that any person should act both as operator 
and administrator in the same case where this can be 
avoided, but it must be wee go that cases occur in 
practice, especially in sparsely populated districts, in 
which this responsibility must occasionally be undertaker. 


Amendment by Wittespen: That it is not advisable for the 
Representative Body to express any additional opinion as to 
the administration of anaesthetics by dentists. 

Amendment by St. Pancras: That the word “anaesthetics” 
in tho fourth line of para. (1) of the Recommendation of 
Council be deleted and the words “nitrous oxide” substituted 
therefor. 
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Remuneration of Practitioners called in on Advice of 

Midwives. 

Motion by Dartrorp: That the Council be instructed to 
take steps to secure a fee of £3 3s. in place of the existing 
fee of £2 2s. payable by local authoritics to medica! prac- 
titioners called in on the advice of midwives “for all attend- 
ances of a doctor at parturition (i.e, from the commence- 
ment of labour until the child is born) whether operative 
assistance or not is involved, including all subsequent visits 
during the first ten days, inclusive of the day of birth.”

British Medical Association. 
CURRENT NOTES, 


The Medical Secretary in Ireland, 

Tae Medical Secretary has recently spent ten days in a 
visit to the Irish Branches. He began with the Ulster Branch 
on April 29th, meeting some of the prominent members of 
the profession at a lunch in Belfast, on the invitation of 
Dr. R. W. Leslie. This was followed by a successful Branch 
meeting attended by members from all over Ulster, and in 
the evening there was a dinner at the invitation of Dr. 
J. 8. Morrow, O.B.E., President of the Branch. Further 
details will probably be reported by the Branch Secretary, 
but the impression left on the Medical Secretary’s mind was 
one of strong loyalty to the Association, activity on the 
part of the Branch, and the likelihood of closer organization 
of some of the Divisions. 

On Tuesday, May 3rd, a meeting of the Munster Branch 
was held at Cork, under the chairmanship of Dr. W. 
Rahilly, President of the Branch. The meeting was an 
excellent one, a special feature being the attendance of a 
large number of students. It is very probable that the 
Branch will now resume its former activities, which were 
suspended owing to circumstances which made it im- 
possible to hold successful meetings. Moreover, as the old 
Cork Medical Society is now defunct, it is probable that 
the Branch will become a really active centre for scientific 
work. The meeting was preceded by a dinner, at which 
the Medical Secretary and the Irish Medical Secretary (who 
accompanied Dr. Cox throughout his tour) were the guests. 
On Wednesday, May 4th, a meeting of the South-Eastern 
Branch was held at Kilkenny, under the chairmanship of 
Dr. James P. Barry, President. The meeting was well 
attended and the discussion which took place led to the 
belief that the Branch proposes to pursue more actively the 
social and scientific aims of the Association. On Thursday, 
May 5th, there was a meeting at Dublin of the Leinster 
Branch Council, followed by a meeting of the Branch, both 
under the chairmanship of Sir William Wheeler, in the 
absence of the President, Dr. Ninian Falkiner. The meeting 
was very well attended and a good discussion took place 
as to the future programme of the Branch. The Branch 
Council was instructed to take the various suggestions made 
into consideration. The Medical Secretary was the guest 
of the Branch Council at dinner in the evening at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel. On Friday, May 6th, the Irish Committee 
met at noon under the chairmanship of Dr. John Mills of 


Ballinasloe, and the attendance was a thoroughly rep 
sentative one. The Medical Secretary and Dr. Hennes 
laid before the Committee certain proposals arising out of 
their visits to the Branches, and the work of the Association 
in Ireland was passed under general review. After tl 
meeting the members of the Committee and Dr. Cox were th 
guests of the Irish Medical Secretary at a luncheon at th 
Hibernia Hotél. 

The general impression left on the Medical Secretary’ 
mind after his visit was that the profession in Ireland js 
very favourable to the Association, and recognizes that it 
is the one body capable of effectively organizing the Irish 
medical profession. Though the doctors in Northern Ireland 
and in the Free State have necessarily to deal with different 
Governments, there is no line of demarcation between the 
profession in the’ two parts of Ireland, and the desire to 
support the Association’s Irish Committee as the bond of 
union between the two sections was very warmly expressed, 

On ali hands Dr. Cox heard of the regret which is fel 
at Dr. Hennessy’s decision not to stand at the forthcoming 
general election for re-election to the Dail. This regret is 
not confined to members of the medical profession, for 
prominent members of the Free State Government told the 
Medical Secretary that Dr. Hennessy had been a most 
useful member of the Dail and would be greatly missed, 
The Irish Medical Secretary, however, finds that the strain 
of attending to the work of the Irish office, with the 
necessary travelling, combined with the work of the Dail, is 
too much for him,

State and Municipal Health Services. 

Srr,—Although in no way wishing to enter upon a contro- 
versy which in my opinion would serve no useful purpose, 
I feel it my duty to reply to the letter of Dr. Murray Barrow 
which appeared in the SuppLremenr to the British MeEpIcaL 
JournNAL for April 23rd, (p. 163). I think it would have 
been a good thing if your correspondent had verified his data 
before rushing into print. For instance, my staff, including 
the new assistant medical officer, comprises only two doctors, 
and not three. It is quite true that two additional health 
visitors have been appointed, but as the total health visiting 
staff, including these appointments, is only seven, I do not 
think that this can be considered lavish, in view of the fact 
that their work covers an area of 263,120 acres, with a popula- 
tion of 87,460. A large portion of this area is fenland, and 
communication between villages and towns is in many cases 
only by road, which means that health visitors have to cycle 
very long distances. I think, in fairness to the public services, 
Dr. Barrow should have informed you, Sir, that the announce- 
ment which was made in the local press with reference to the 
activities of the health department was also communicated by 
circular letter to every doctor in the county. . 

In spite, however, of Dr. Barrow’s apparent antipathy to 
the public health services in the county, I can assure him 
that the assistance of my department will always be readily 
available to him should he require it.—I am, etc.,
